Recently a woman contacted this office and indi 
cated that her daughter was being harassed and 
ph 1 y an older neighbor girl 
Apparently the girl next door was still a 
minor, but was hitting the other children in the 
neighborhood and tearing their clothing. The par- 
ents of the delinquent child stated that they were 
unable to control her behavior 

What can a p if his children are victim- 
ized in this situ The woman who contacted 
this office wanted to know if delinquent children 
who harm other children are “outside the law gov- 
eming adults.” Another question in these matters 
is whether the parents are responsible for the 
actions of their children. It should be noted that a 
child who assaults and batters other children can 
be prosecuted in the juvenile court. In addition, 
the parents of the abusive child can be held liable 
for damages in certain circumstances 

A recent case spelled out when parents can be 
held liable for damages resulting from a failure to 
supervise their child. In this case, a three year old 
set off a robbery alarm in’a local savings and loan

accident while traveling to the lending institution. 
The facts indicated that this same child had set 
off another false alarm at this same savings and 
loan six days before the incident in question, and 
the mother was aware of this. 

The Court here held that the mother owed a 
duty to the police officer to control the actions of 
her child. The Court emphasized that the mother 
had knowledge of the need to supervise her child 
since she was aware of his prior misconduct. In 
addition, she had the opportunity to control him 
in the savings and loan on the day in question. 
This reasoning can be applied to the situation 
involving the violent child in the neighborhood. If 
the parents of the delinquent are aware of his 
dangerous activities and have the opportunity to 
prevent them, they can be held liable for dam- 
ages if they breach this duty. 

As previously noted, the parents of the victim 
can also bring charges against the delinquent 
minor at the local police station. Many police 
departments will interview both families in these 
cases. The parents of the injured child can then 
sign a complaint against the other child.

Changes in ownership at 
Wood River Refinery Co. will 
result in the loss of 13 jobs in 
the customer service depart 
ment of the lubrications div 
sion} a company spokesman 
said. 

However, the company has 
promised to either relocate the 
13 employees or retrain them. 

“Tt is our intention to offer 
the. employees comparable 
jobs“and salaries,’’” spokesman 
Melissa Ritter said. ‘“‘We will 





give them the proper training 
they would need in their new 
jobs.’” 

The refinery was formerly 
Shell Wood River Refinery, but 
is now a division of Equilon 
Enterprises LCC, a merger 
between the refining and mar- 
keting aspects of Shell and 
Texaco oil companies in the 
western U.S. E i 

Ritter said Equilon still 
promises that no layoffs will 
result from the merger. F 

“What they decided to do is 
consolidate the customer ser- 
vice departments from 13 loca- 


tions,’”’ she said. 

The new customer service 
office for the lubrication busi- 
ness of the western division of 
the company will be located in 
Houston. If customer service 
employees in Roxana do not 
isk to move to Houston, they 
will be reassigned here, Ritter 
said. 

She acknowledged that the 
transition may be disruptive to 
some of the employees’ lives.

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Groups spout Earth Day message 
Bird enthusiasts, vegetarians state their cases

Earth Day is a chance to get 
out the message 


The message about ecology, 
the environment recycling, 
our national parks, animal 
rights, natural materials and 
more. 

Supporters of these and oth 
er causes set up dozens of 
booths May 17 for the Earth 
Day celebration at Tower 
Grove Park in south St. Louis. 


At one booth, under a shady 
tree and in a cool tub of water, 
rested Peanut 

Peanut looks different from 
most other red slider turtles 
For one thing, she has an 
hourglass figure, something 
imbecoming for a slider 

Her shell, well-rounded at 
both ends, narrows in the mid- 
dle. One of those plastic ring- 
lets that hold together a six- 
pack of soda or beer is to 
blame for Peanut’s problems. 

Steve Brown of the St. Louis 
Herpetological Society figures 
Peanut was tangled in a piece 
of the littered plastic for about 
six or seven years. 

After her rescue in south St 
Louis, Peanut was taken to the 
Zoo for rehabilitation. Now, 
the Missouri Conservation 
Department takes care of Pea- 
nut. 

“She’s a_ poster child for not 
littering,’’ Brown says 

She’s doing OK, Brown says, 
though she has just 50 percent 
of a normal red slider’s lung 
apa 

the herpetological society 
often brings Peanut, along 
with other reptiles and snakes, 
to events such as Earth Day. 
Next to Brown are several 
snakes and an iguana, Cleopa- 





a. 

“This is a chance to educate 
people and for people to see 
snakes. are not slimy and 
bad,’ Brown says. “It used to 
be, ‘the only good snake was a 
dead snake.’ ”’ 

Brown’s high regard for rep- 
tiles is similar to J.E. Sutter’s 
fondness for birds. Her non- 


profit group, Wild Birds for the 
2ist Century, Inc., 7376. Per- 
shing Ave. in University City, 
hopes to educate people about 
birds and preserve the travel 
routes for migratory species. 

Sutter cites statistics that the 
wild bird population in the 
United States is dropping about 
3 percent a year. 

“‘That’s not a slow leak,’’ she 
says. ‘“‘That’s a hemorrhage.”’

“Healthy and independent is less expensive 
ck and dependent,’ she said 
‘upational therapists traditionally help 
people with illness, injury or other impair- 
ments regain skills to lead a healthy, produc- 
tive life. In the USC study, they sought to 
help seniors develop routines that balance 
work, rest, recreation id social life. Thera- 
pists sought the ‘‘just-right challenge’’ that 
would inspire each to take risks rather than 
remain housebound 

“Staying healthy is not just a matter of 
going to the gym and eating right,” or simply 
eeping busy, Clark said 

To Clark, occupational therapists can be 
like ‘‘personal trainer: for the elderly, 
coaching them on ‘‘lifestyle redesign’’ that 
takes into account their passions as well as 
limitations

The subjects, ages 60 to 89, came from a 
broad mix of backgrounds and included 
blacks, Hispanics, whites and Asians. They 


were randomly divided into three groups. 

The first group received two hours each 
week of group occupational therapy and an 
hour each month of individual therapy with 
personalized programs that were key to suc- 
cess, Clark said. 
| One control-group participated in more than 
two hours of organized social activities each 
week, while the other control group had no 
activities or programs. 

Therapists identified activities that would 
give seniors ‘‘a sense of contribution and a 
sense of accomplishment’’ and help them con- 
front the fears that can isolate them. 

In one group session, participants were 
helped to hop a bus to Long Beach, where 
they had to make choices about shopping and 
sightseeing. 

At the end of nine months, those who 
received occupational therapy posted more 
gains and fewer declines than those in the 
two control groups, Clark reported. Research- 
ers measured results using standard tests and 
questionnaires to rate health, mental attitude 
and life satisfaction. 

When it came to physical health problems 
that limited work and activities, the occupa- 
tional therapy group showed an improvement 
of 1 percent, while the control groups declined 
by 13 percent, Clark said. 

‘In the measure of vitality, the (occupation- 
al therapy) group showed an increase of 6 
percent, while the control groups declined“by 
2 percent,” she said. 

Dr. Gary Small, a psychiatry professor and 
director of the University of California, Los 
Angeles, Center on Aging, praised the study 
and its approach to aging. 

“It’s important to demonstrate that non-me- 
dical interventions have an impact,’’ Small 
said.
